He said 34 million citizens vot­ 
ed in 19 52 by the greatest m a­ 
jority in American political his­ 
tory to get rid of the “mess” un­ 
der the Truman administration, 
a mess he said was made up of 
Korea, communism, controls and 
corruption. 
HE SAID in its first 20 months 
the

but ttiere is a lot more to be 
done on the constructive side.”

seamstress knows that a stitch 
taken at the moment when the 
first hint of a rip ap p ears will 
save multip lied stitches that will 
become necessary if the rip is 
neglected. Time is often a very 
imp ortant factor in the taking 
of stitches. 
Sometimes the stitch we are 
careful to take in time saves 
ourselves the other nine. Very 
often a few' minutes of thought­ 
ful ap p lication at the right mo­ 
ment can save us hours and 
hours of unnecessary labor.

Returning, but 
It Is Different 


The big kitchen once more is 
a featu re of American homes — 
bu t with a d ifference. 
It 
shares 
with 
Grand ma’s 
meal-preparation 
room 
that 
“family liv ing’’ atmosphere, bu t 
its equ ipment and lay ou t bear 
little resemblance to the large, 
catch-all kitchen of 5 0 y ears ago. 
To combine the compactness 
of the small kitchen and the 
friend liness of the big one, to­ 
d ay ’s 
d esigns 
make 
u se 
of 
“island s’’ of equ ipment. For ex ­ 
ample, in former d ay s the sink 
was placed conv entionally along 
a wall. In mod ern planning, it 
occu pies an island or “pier” and 
is situ ated at right angles to 
any of the fou r walls. This makes 
for accessibility from any part 
of the room. 
The three primary work cen­ 
ters in the kitchen are likely to 
end u p as island s: cooking and 
serv ing, food preparation and 
storage, and clean-u p centers. 
They more often than not form 
a triangle occu py ing an ov erall 
space of less than 22 squ are 
feet. 
Another rev olu tion has taken 
place in tod ay ’s kitchen. The 
statu re and need s of the home­ 
maker are the ru ling gu id e. Most 
work su rfaces and cou nters are 
36 inches high, bu t recent re­ 
search showed that a special 
mix ing cou nter at a slightly 
lower lev el sav es backstrain in 
certain kitchen tasks, su ch as 
baking. This low'er su rface also 
permits sitting d own to work. 
Storage areas, too, hav e u n­ 
d ergone changes resu lting from 
research into kitchen efficiency . 
It has been learned that the av ­ 
erage hou sewife can conv enient­ 
ly reach a storage shelf installed 
at 7 2 inches abov e the floor. 
Architects and d esigners who 
set the pace in mod ern home 
constru ction are giv ing m atters 
su ch as these seriou s thou ght, on 
the theory that d oing it right is 
no more ex pensiv e than d oing it 
in the ord inary manner. 
There is more equ ipment pro­ 
v id ed for in the mod ern kitchen, 
too, su ch as lau nd ry appliances. 
Designers hav e fou nd it ex ped ­ 
ient to ad d the lau nd ry area to 
the kitchen. 


Fairly Moist Soil 
Needed for Mums 


From now on the hard y gar­ 
d en chry santhemu ms mu st be 
su pplied with enou gh w ater to 
keep the soil mod erately moist. 
Plants that prod u ce flowers be­ 
fore their normal season u su ally 
act that way becau se of d rou th 
cond itions. While there may be 
cases where these early blooms 
are mu ch appreciated , the flower 
d isplay nev er comes any where 
close to w'hat the plant wou ld d o 
later if properly cared for.

Fill a bag half fu ll of manu re 
and su spend it in a bu cket or 
barrel of w ater for a d ay or two 
for u se on the plants after it has 
been 
d ilu ted 
to 
the 
proper 
strength. To prev ent the bag 
from floating ad d a stone heav y 
enou gh to hold it below the 
water line.

Lacquers Come 
In Spray Bomb 


Tou gh, qu ick-d ry ing lacqu ers 
in aerosol containers which act 
as spray gu ns are now av ailable 
in many stores for home paint­ 
ing jobs. 
For some time manu factu rers 
of major home appliances, su ch 
as refrigerators, hav e been u sing 
lacqu ers in “bomb” ty pe contain­ 
ers for tou ching u p finishes that 
had been accid entally marred . 
New research now makes it pos­ 
sible to package any ty pe of 
paint su itable for spray ing in 
this au tomatic container. 
The d ispensers contain a coat­ 
ing material and a propellant. 
They are u su ally packaged in 
12-ou nce cy lind ers at a tempera­ 
tu re low' enou gh to keep the pro­ 
pellant in a liqu id state. When 
warmed , it v aporizes and bu ild s 
u p pressu re which d riv es the 
paint ou t of the can w'hen a re­ 
lease v alv e is operated . 
The 
paint emerges as a fine spray . 
Two thin coats are recommend ­ 
ed rather than a single heav y 
one. 


Washing Cane Seats 
Cane seats can be washed with 
wrarm 
w'ater

After being thorou ghly d ry , they

“When a person is told he has heart d isease, 
the foun d ation s of his n ormal ex isten ce are shaken 
to their roots. The fear of d eath often leaves him 
helpless, un able to work an d earn a livin g. At best, 
the prejud ice of in d ustry to the employ men t of 
the card iac (a person with heart trouble) m akes 
the situation very d ifficult. To obtain employ ­ 
men t, the card iac is torced to d en y the ex isten ce 
of heart d isease an d he m ust compete with robust 
in d ivid uals.” I am quotin g Dr. A braham Jezer, in 
Med ical Clin ics of N orth America. He is stressin g 
the poin t that it is the emotion al factors ex per­ 
ien ced by person s with card iac trouble th at often 
d isable them more than the actual heart d isease 
presen t. 
In con sid erin g the case of child ren w ith rheu­ 
m atic heart d isease followin g rheum atic fever, 
he has foun d th at there are three main reason s 
tor d isability caused by emotion al factors as fol­ 
lows : 
1. Limitation of Play an d W ork Sin ce Child ­ 
hood . For the child , play takes the place of work 
d on e by the ad ult. When limitation s on play are 
mad e, the en tire course of the child ’s life be­ 
comes d isrupted . L ater when the limitation s are 
eased , m an y fin d themselves un able to ad just to a 
n ormal w'ork an d fin d it d ifficult to accept an d 
ad just themselves to employ men t in in d ustry . 
2. Overan x iety of Paren ts. It is n a tu r a l'th a t 
paren ts should worry about a child with a leakin g 
valve in the heart, thin kin g it mean s a short 
life, which is en tirely un true. Because the p ar­ 
en ts, especially the mother, worries so much she 
ex presses it in oversolicitud e tow ard the child 
an d this later becomes the reason for the d iffi­ 
cult ad justm en t some card iac child ren have to 
m ake when regular employ men t becomes n eces­ 
sary for him. 
3. An x iety T ran sferred by the Phy sician . The 
fact that rheum atic fever is the lead in g cause of 
d eath from in fection in child ren , also the tact 
that 
rheum atic card itis 
(in flammation of 
the 
heart) recurs an d lead s to heart failure tw en ty 
to thirty y ears after the first attack combin e to 
m ake the phy sician 's outlook gloomy . This gloom 
is easily d etected by both paren t an d child . O ver­ 
cautious ad vice on the part of the phy sician ten d s 
to d estroy the child ’s in itiative an d zest for liv­ 
in g an d as a result there frequen tly d evelops a 
severe fun ction al overlay (caused by the emo­ 
tion s an d n ot by the actual con d ition of the 
heart ) in the form of palpitation s an d weakn ess. 
These complain ts are sometimes d ue to phy sical 
factors, but most of the time to purely emotion al 
on es. 
It has been estim ated th at these three factors 
play a large part in limitin g the employ ability of 
about 
1 0 per cen t of person s with heart trouble.
